If the road Is crooked, the 
l>lo<.-ks are not to exceed half a mile

Any obstruction In any 
block, whether it be a train, an open 
switch or a car blown off the siding. Is 
at once detected by the engineer. The 
signal is operated by a small storage 
battery under the cab seat in the en- 
sile and by batteries placed In boxes 
below the frost line along the track- 


It is claimed that neither frost, fog. 


•*now. rain ncr any of the things which 
so seriously interfere with the working 
of other signals can have any effect on 
:he Miller signal. The engineer has the 
ights in front of him. and as long as 
his white light ls burning he knows 
hat the track ahead of him Is clear for 
at least two blocks. It is also claimed 
hat by the use of this device trains 
.•an be run on closer schedule, with less 
langer. than by any other method now 
R use. The block systems now In use 
cost about $1.000 a mile, while the Mit 
er signal costs about half that sum. 
rbe cost of maintenance of the Miller 
signal is quite small.

French steamer Cyrano reports thai 
the American steamship Evelyn, 10 
days from New York for this port 
went aground about eight miles from 
Pensacola bar and is fast going to 
pieces. The Portuguese bark Pro- 
pheta. with a cargo of timber valued 
at $5.000. from St. Thomie, Africa 
was badly damaged. The storm was 
one of the wildest ever known here 
It reached a wind velocity of TO miles 
an hour, with spurts of 90 miles.
